Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1938. 

There  has  been  no  high  incidence  of  any  of  the  infectious 
diseases  with  the  exception  of  Measles. 

The  Death-Rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  12.0  ; 
the  hgure  for  England  and  Wales  being  11.6  per  thousand. 

The  Birth-Rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  14.4 
compared  with  13.0  per  thousand  in  1937,  and  12.4  in  1933. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  the  most  sensitive  of  all  health- 
indices,  was  35  per  thousand  births  and  is  again  highly  satis- 
factory ; the  present  hgure  for  England  and  Wales  is  53  ; in  the 
period  1920-25  the  hgure  was  77  and  for  1934-1936  was  58. 
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This  saving  of  young  life  is  due  largely  to  three  or  four 
factors — the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
with  the  resulting  spread  of  knowledge,  the  supervision  and  better- 
ing of  the  local  milk-supply,  the  supervision  of  the  expectant 
mother,  and  better  housing  conditions. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  three  deaths  in  the  year 
were  attributable  to  each  of  the  following  three  diseases — Measles, 
Diphtheria,  and  Influenza.  Out  of  the  three  Diphtheria  deaths 
two  were  children  of  School  age  and  the  other  under  five  years 
old. 


Work  under  the  Housing  Act  has  made-  fairly  satisfactory 
progress  and  by  the  end  of  the  following  year  (1939)  should  be  com- 
pleted ; of  the  100  cases  of  overcrowding  found  to  exist  in  the 
1936  Survey  30  cases  remain  on  the  Register  for  consideration- 

The  new  Clinic  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  for 
Expectant-Mothers  at  Cheriton  was  opened  on  the  2nd  March, 
and  has  proved  most  successful  in  relieving  the  pressure  at  the 
Central  Clinic,  besides  being  a blessing  to  the  mothers  who  live 
in  that  district  and  who  had  previously  to  make  such  a long 
journey  ; it  has  been  well  patronised  and  appreciated. 

The  analyses  of  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  have  been 
consistently  good. 

I would  thank  the  whole  Staff  for  their  conscientious  support 
in  a difficult  year,  and  also  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  courtesy. 

Whatever  outside  happenings  appear  for  our  distraction  I 
trust  we  shall  remember  that  the  protection  of  motherhood  and 
childhood  is  what  is  first  required  of  us  as  guardians  of  local 
and  national  health.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

These  are  established  at  the  Public  Health  Department, 
Foord  Road,  Folkestone,  and  at  the  new  Library  and  Clinic, 
Cheriton  High  Street,  Folkestone. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  Folkestone 
on  two  afternoons  in  the  week — Monday  and  Thursday — and  at 
Cheriton  on  Wednesday  all-day. 

Dr.  Margaret  Haywood  is  the  Medical  Officer  responsible 
for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  after- 
noons at  Cheriton  and  Folkestone  respectively.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  at  both 
these  Clinics.

Report  by  Dr.  IVI.  Haywood  on  the  work  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  attendance  at  both  Folkestone  and  Cheriton  clinics 
has  considerably  increased  during  the  past  year. 

The  new  clinic  building  at  Cheriton  is  much  appreciated 
by  both  patients  and  staff,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  various 
rooms  simplifies  the  work  considerably. 

We  view  with  satisfaction  the  increase  in  breast  feeding, 
and  the  general  improvement  of  the  infants  in  consequence. 
The  education  of  the  average  mother  in  this  respect  is  very  hard 
work  due  partly  to  economic  difficulties,  but  more  particularly 
to  the  power  of  advertisement.  Mothers  who  do  breast  feed 
their  children  are  in  suitable  cases  allowed  free  milk. 


One  of  our  most  pressing  needs  is  a bed  for  undernourished 
babies  due  to  mismanagement.  Such  children  are  not  ill,  and 
the  General  Hospital  is  no  place  for  them.  They  need  the  personal 
care  and  attention  of  a good  foster-mother.

The  Antenatal  Clinics. 

Two  Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  at  Folkestone  and  Cheriton 
respectively,  on  Friday  and  Tuesday  afternoons. 

The  work  at  these  two  Centres  has  grown  considerably  and, 
I am  convinced,  makes  a valuable  contribution  to  the  health  of 
mothers  and  new-born  infants  as  well  as  to  maternal  safety. 

Out  of  202  mothers  who  attended  the  Centres  42%  showed 
evidence  of  a good  general  condition  and  of  those  with  abnormal 
conditions  all  did  well  except  one  resulting  in  a stillbirth.  In 
14%  there  was  evidence  of  malnutrition,  debility  or  anaemia. 

Sixty-two  mothers  received  free  milk,  with  marked  benefit. 

Pronounced  dental  caries  was  present  in  25%  of  cases. 

A case  of  Hyperemesis  with  extreme  wasting  made  excellent 
recovery  after  hospital  treatment,  the  weight  going  from  6 st. 
4 lbs.  in  September,  1937,  to  9 st.  in  March,  when  the  birth  took 
place  satisfactorily,  with  mother  and  babe  in  good  health. 

The  psychological  effects  of  the  Antenatal  Clinic  must  not 
be  forgotten,  playing  an  important  part  in  the  general  treatment 
afforded. 

The  Ascheim-Zondek  test,  carried  out  by  the  County  Labora- 
tory at  Maidstone,  is  being  used  in  cases  of  doubtful  pregnancy 
and  has  proved  itself  helpful. 

In  cases  of  doubtful  position  or  of  twins  use  is  made  of  X-ray 
examination.

(e)  Hospitals. 

The  local  general  hospital  has  been  somewhat  reconstructed 
and  I give  hereon  some  of  the  more  important  improvements, 
the  details  of  which  were  supplied  by  the  Secretary-Superin- 
tendent. 

“ New  surgical  wards  and  new  children’s  wards  have  been 
opened.  The  newly-equipped  pathological  department  is  nearing 
completion.  Additions  have  been  made  to  the  Nurses’  Home  ; 
a new  dining-room  and  a lecture  hall  has  been  built.  The  chil- 
dren’s ward  has  been  converted  into  a ward  entirely  for  ear, 
throat,  and  nose  cases  for  children.  .The  V.D.  Department  is 
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due  to  be  closed  in  the  new  year,  and  will  be  used  as  a new  path- 
ological department.  Nothing  new  has  been  undertaken  for  the 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Cancer.  The  radium  in  use  is  the 
property  of  one  of  the  Surgeons.” 

Cases  referred  from  the  clinics  here  are  always  received  and 
treated,  and  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  met  all  our  needs, 
for  which  I owe  my  grateful  thanks.

3.  (i)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  supervision  of  the  midwives  still  remains  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Seven  midwives  are  practising  in  the  Folkestone  Borough. 
MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

All  cases  of  maternal  death  in  childbirth  and  cases  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  have  been  the  subject  of  investigation  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry’s  requirements.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  above  scheme 
your  Council,  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
is  amply  provided  with  the  necessary  information.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  appointed  investigator,  assisted  by  the 
staff  of  Health  Visitors.  Hitherto  I have  always  inquired  into 
Maternal  as  well  as  Infant  Deaths  and  have  worked  in  accord 
with  the  private  practitioners. 

(ii)  Institutional  Provision  tor  Mothers  or  Children. 

No  provision  is  made  here  ; but  cases  are  sent  to  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  and  the  Infirmary  at  the  Elham  Board  of 
Guardians,  Hill  House,  Etchinghill. 

(iii)  Health  Visitation. 

This  work  is  carried  on  by  the  three  Health  Visitors,  Nurses 
Sievwright,  Collier  and  Rodgers.  They  have  an  intimate  and 
first-hand  knowledge  of  the  home  conditions  of  all  who  attend 
at  the  Centre,  a knowledge  which  is  of  untold  value,  linking  up, 
as  it  does,  the  work  of  the  Centre  with  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Service. 

(iv)  Infant  Life  Protection. 

CHILDREN  ACT,  1908  ; CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS 

ACT,  1932; 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936. 

The  functions  of  this  service  are  now  in  a very  satisfactory 
state.  A register  containing  particulars  of  all  children  is  kept  in 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  Close  supervision  is 
being  continuously  exercised,  the  foster-parents  being  visited  at 
irregular  intervals.  Any  cases  of  neglect  are  promptly  dealt 
with  and  necessary  warnings  given  when  required. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  22  persons  receiving  chil- 
dren for  reward  ; the  number  of  foster  children  being  28. 
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(v)  Arrangements  for  Dental,  Orthopaedic,  etc.,  cases. 

(a)  The  local  Authority  has  an  arrangement  with  various 
Dental  Surgeons  in  the  Borough  whereby  cases  requiring 
treatment  are  referred  to  them  by  the  Medical  Officers. 

Where  the  income  is  below  a certain  scale  the  necessary 
treatment  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  to  the  patient.

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(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A large  scheme  of  works  of  sewage  and  sewerage  disposal 
was  passed  by  the  Folkestone  Borough  Council  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  1937. 

The  Main  Drainage  Scheme  is  now  in  hand  and  the  tunnel 
has  reached  Morrison  Road  shaft.  The  contract  has  been  let 
and  is  now  in  course  of  execution  for  dealing  with  the  drainage 
of  Sandgate. 

The  extension  will  naturally  be  of  great  service  to  the  Borough, 
and  to  the  parts  of  the  Borough  assimilated  by  the  Borough’s 
extension,  perhaps  especially  by  Sandgate. 


2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  only  stream  in  this  area  is  the  Pent  Stream,  and  any 
slight  pollution  is  remedied  immediately. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Closet  Accommodation  is  satisfactory. 


(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

The  house  refuse  for  private  persons  is  collected  twice  a 
week,  but  where  an  excess  is  made,  principally  at  hotels,  boarding 
houses,  etc.,  a sufficient  number  of  collections  is  made  in  these 
instances  to  cope  with  the  excess.

(2)  Disinfestation  of  Council  houses  usually  takes  place  upon 
vacation  of  property,  when  discovered  by  reason  of  the  inspection 
which  is  made  at  that  time. 

Powdered  borax  is  first  spread  over  the  floors  and  then  archi- 
traves, skirtings  and  picture  rails  are  removed  and  whole  of  the 
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surface  at  the  back  of  these  sprayed  with  “ Flit  Floor  boards 
are  taken  up  at  intervals  of  roughly  3 ft.  to  allow  of  access  for 
spreading  powered  borax  on  to  the  top  of  the  ceiling.  Borax 
is  used  freely  at  the  rear  of  skirtings  before  they  are  re-fixed.

(3)  Prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses  or  flats  are  first 
visited  and  a report  made  by  a member  of  the  Sanitary  Depart- 
ment who  pays  particular  attention  to  cleanliness,  and  the  like. 

Where  necessary  the  belongings  of  families  re-housed  from 
Clearance  Areas,  etc.,  are  disinfested  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide 
and  the  bedding,  etc.,  with  steam.  During  the  year  the  contents 
of  39  dwellings  were  so  dealt  with. 

(4)  Council  houses  are  treated  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Borough  Engineer,  who  reports  that  the  method  adopted 
has  been  used  for  some  six  or  seven  years,  and  while  expensive  at 
times  (it  taking  two  men  two  or  three  weeks  to  perform)  it  has 
been  found  most  effective,  as  no  known  case  of  re-infestation  has 
either  been  discovered  or  brought  to  his  notice. 

The  spraying  of  the  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  before  de- 
molition was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  disinfes- 
tation by  Hydrogen  Cyanide  of  the  contents  of  dwellings  in 
Clearance  Areas,  etc.,  was  carried  out  for  the  Local  Authority  by 
a contractor. 
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The  other  houses,  where  severe,  were  dealt  with  by  the 
owners  employing  fumigation  companies  ; the  remainder  make 
their  own  arrangements  with  local  builders  or  private  firms. 

(5)  Council  houses  which  have  been  disinfested  are  kept 
under  observation. 


4.  Schools. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Sanitary  condition  and 
water  supply  of  the  Schools,  and  in  the  action  taken  in  relation 
to  infectious  diseases  (given  fully  in  my  last  reports).  During 
the  past  years  these  arrangements  have  been  in  every  way  satis- 
factory and  efficacious. 


Air  Raid  Precautions. 

Plans  for  the  conversion  of  buildings  into  First  Aid  Posts 
were  under  consideration  by  various  builders  in  early  May. 

Much  time  and  work  had  to  be  devoted  to  this  object  during 
the  year.  First  Aid  Posts  with  medical  and  surgical  equipment 
and  the  necessary  medical,  nursing,  and  ambulance  staff  having 
to  be  provided. 

The  progress  of  provision  was  of  necessity  rapid,  much  having 
to  be  organized  in  a very  short  period. 

A great  many  volunteers  for  the  “ Auxiliary  Fire  Services  ” 
and  “ Decontamination  Squads  ” were  examined  by  me  for 
physical  fitness  or  otherwise.

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year 
was  normal. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

This  group  of  fevers  would  appear  to  be  undergoing  a similar 
change  towards  modification  as  the  other  infectious  illnesses 
such  as  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria — a modification  in  the 
direction  of  greater  mildness. 

It  seems  that  bacteriological  examination  rather  frequently 
fails  to  verify  clinical  evidence  and  that  an  illness  clinically  re- 
sembling Paratyphoid  is  tending  to  displace  the  original  Typhoid 
Fever. 
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Evidence  of  a definite  source  of  infection  is  as  rare  as  ever 
but  collected  evidence  tends  to  support  the  idea  of  defectively 
washed  lettuce  as  a common  source  of  infection,  especially  foreign 
lettuce. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Given  early  diagnosis  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  efficacy 
of  serum  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease. 

Intra-thecal  administration  is  preferable,  but  if  this  fails 
intra-muscular  administration  would  appear  to  have  beneficial 
effects. 

Abortus  Infection. 

Two  cases  of  infection  by  Br.  Abortus  were  notified  during 
the  year — one  in  the  military  and  one  in  the  civil  population. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

A case  of  this  disease  in  a human  being  was  reported  to  me^ 
but  fortunately  proved  to  be  an  allergic  condition  due  to  a plant. 

The  skin  showed  a diffuse,  haemorrhagic  and  papular  rash 
over  the  lower  limbs  and  there  was  an  associated,  intense  in- 
flammation of  the  buccal  mucous  membrane.  There  were  no 
separate  vesicles  as  in  the  disease  associated  with  cattle. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

A heavy  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  year,  the 
total  number  of  cases  notified  being  602  ; but  only  3 cases  ended 
fatally.

Cancer. 

There  has  been  a rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Cancer  during 
the  year  ; there  being  91  deaths  as  compared  with  78  during  1937. 
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Every  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  Clinics  here  to  advise, 
and  to  give  warning  that  any  slight  symptom  of  a suspicious 
nature  should  be  investigated  by  a medical  man  immediately. 

The  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  here  is  able  to  carry  out  radium 
treatment. 

(a)  Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1925,  inasmuch  that  I have  concluded  a satis- 
factory arrangement  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Authority.
